Yesterday by Rev. A. J. Wells— 
Tho Movement in Harmony with 
_. the Broadest Christian _Princl- 
«ples. 


Every seat, both down stairs and in. 
the gallery, was filled at the Temper- 


‘ance Temple yesterday afternoon at 


the meeting of the Nationalist Club, 
and people stood iu the aisles unable 
to obtuin seats during the entire pro- 
ceedings. The audience was larger 
than usual on account of the topic to 
be discussed, ‘The Relations Between 
the Nationalist Movement and Chris- 
tainity,’’ by one of the ministers of the 
city, Rev. A. J. Wells, pastor of the 
York-street Congregationai Church. 

President Peebles, upon introducing 


-}the speaker, referred to the general 
| misconception by the public of the at- 
‘titude of the Nutionalists toward the 


church, and said that it gave him 
pleasure to introduce a minister to de- 
tiue these relations. While the Na-. 
tionalist movement cannot, he said, be 
regarded now as a distinctly religious 
movement, still it appeals in the broad- 
est way to Christianity for sympathy, 
and inculcates the truest and most lib- 
eral Christian principles. 
Rev. Mr. Wells’s address was re- 
ceived with frequent applause, and 
was very eloquent upon the injustice 
of the present social system. He read 
his address from manuscript, and was 
followed by the large audience with 


‘the closest attention. 


The speaker started out bya broad 
definition of Christianity, and referred 
to the harmonies existing between its 
spirit and the hopes of the race. . Man 
has a steady conviction, he beld, of the 
advancement of humanity towaid bet- 
ter things; also that there is an inde- 
structible idea of human brotherhood 
in the heart of the world; and bistory’s 
steps in that direction give unity to 
the records of the past. The worth of 
man, not man as he is, high or low, 
but man has clearly come to the front, 
be thought. The substantial equality 
of our buman natures is buried deep in 
the eternal truth of things, and sooner 
or later it must be realized in the en- 
during forms of society. All gradual 
improvements. all right teachings, all 
vislent convulsions are only doing their 
part in bringing it about. 

“If we turn to Christianity,” he re- 
marked, “‘we see two things; the 
brotherbood of the race is in its revela- 
tion of God as Father of men, and 
Christ distinctly teaches us to live in 
fraternal re!ations. This is centered 
in his teachings. Looking further and 
deeper we see Christianity affecting 
the material welfare of men. There is 
great significance in the fact that 
Christian nations have the earth 'y com- | 
forts, the arts and inventions, and are 
in the van. ss 

What is Christian civilization but 
Christianity affecting the minds and 
occupations of men—men taught of 
God to subdue, harness and drive nat- 
ural forces for his own weal.

This is the era of denominationalism; 
the next will be an era of coéperation 
in Christian works.

We have long been in the realm of 
opinions; the era of applied Christian- 
ity is yet future. But the moment we 
talk of applied Christianity where 
the spring and impulse is not pity 
but justice, not charity but the 
Golden Rule, we are met by a feature 
of our civilization which makes much 
of the teaching of Jesus Christ imprac- 
ticable. This feature is competition. 
Study its results here in these new 
lands, in the very heyday of our youth, 
we are face to: face with the problem 
of poverty. Inthe Old World it is en- 
tailed; men are born to it; they are 
cast at birth into an abyssmal penury, 
out of which they scarcely dream of 
rising. But here the man born to 
poverty is not foredoomed, and if in 
the struggle to rise he fails, be is apt 
to be embittered.”’ 

The struggle is competitive, the 
species contended. Men climb upon 
the shoulders of their fellows; the 
strong succeed, the weak go down. In 
this new Nation, 50 years ago, one 
could name all the millionaires in the 
land; now they cannot be named in 
one’s own city. A hundred Americans 
have euch an annual income of $1,200,- 
000, while four-fifths ot the population 
do not earn $500 a year; 200,000 per- 
sons control nearly 80-per cent. of the 
wealth of the country, and within half 
a century it is thought the United 
States will be substantially owned by 
50,000 persons—the aristocracy of 
wealth,

question whether it is not destined to 
exchange the independent farmer for 
the tenement farmer.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—[Special Cor- 
respondence of Tur TimxEs.] The two 
Senators from Montana, whom the 
Republicans have elected, are as differ- 
eut as the poles. They have hardly 
an attribute in common, and, accord- 
ing to Montana men, one is as great 
as the other is small. The big man is 
Sanders and the little man is Powers. 
Sanders is tail, angular, black-eyed 
and black-haired. He reminds one of 
Abraham Lincoln, and he has as much 
magnetism as Jamés G. Blaine. 
a great orator, and he holds his 
audience in the hollow of his hand five 
minutes after he has first opened 
mouth. He excels especially in: the 
vindictive, and he has a poison bag at 
the end of his tongue, equal in size to 
that which supplies the vitriol which 
spurts forth from the mouth of Jobn 

. Ingalis. He is well up in Engtish 
literature, quotes from the poets as 
though he had been raised with them, 
and is one of the great lawyers of the 


Northwest. For the twenty odd years 


during which he has lived in Montana 
he has been a noted man, and he has 
done more to crystallize civilization in 
the great Nurthwest than any other 
Montana citizen. He settled first at 
a little mining camp and moved trom . 
thence to Virginia City. He was prac- 
ticing law iu this mining settlement 
during the stormiest days of Montana, 
when every man carried his life in his 
hand, and the road agents ruled the 
Territory. The Sheriff belonged toa 
band ef robbers and road agents, and 
justice was unknown until one day —

Rear-Admiral Shufeldt who has just 
estaaned from Japan, in speaking of 
the possibility of Russia objecting to 
the Chinese gaining cortrol of Corea, 
tells the following story as to how the 
Russians has been outwitting the Mon- 
as“to the boundary between 

beria and China: 

The means of communication 
are so poor in China and the 
avenues of news are so few,”’ 
says Admiral Shufeldt, *that it is im- 
possible for the Chinese to keep track 
of the goings on in their provinces. 
The Russians have been steadily inch- 
ing on the Cuinese. “Every year the 
will send a regiment of Cossacks with 
their families about 10 or 15 miles into 
China. This regiment will settle down, 
take up the iand and cultivate it. 
They take up the we rors stones as 
they settle down, and put them at the 
edge of their settlement, and the next 
year another regiment comes along, 
takes up the land below and moves the 
boundary stones further on toward 
Peking. These encroachments have 
been going on for years, and the 
Chinese cannot aaderstand the per- 
shrinkage of th northern 

ntier.”’

He 
said it was hardly fair to ask a man to 
speak at his own funeral, but that his 
situation was the same pegs as — 
that of Bonaparte’s. soldier, 
wounded well nigh unto death, = 
fallen in the ranks and had been’ left 
by the roadside on that famous retreat 
from Moscow. He lay there dying, 
and as Napoleon rode by he raised his 
hand and shouted, Vive l’ Empereur!” 
“It isthe same with me,”’ said Sena- 
tor Palmer; ‘I have fought hard; 1 am 
wounded nigh unto death, but as 
long as will shout, ‘Vive la 
Republican and long live our 
candidate,

He is 
a messenger in the War Department, 
and he receives a sufficient salary to 
save something every month toward 
the payment of a $3500 house which he 
has bought on Madison street, just off 
Sixteenth. He hasa number of relics 
of Grant which the General gave him, 
and he says that Grant was the great- 
est man that ever lived.

great—too great to be taken by the 
present Council. 


DoveLaAss GUNN, chairman of’ the 
San Diego Railroad Extension Com-

The admission that the affidavit was 
concocted and written in the office of 
the Tribune confirms a suspicion en- 
tertained from the first. 
A further confirmation of the opin- 
ion expressed in yesterday’s TIMEs, 
that the affidavit was the result of a 
secret caucus, and of concerted action 
on the part of himself and a few of 
his vicious, lusane and unwise _back- 
ers, is found in the fact that an at- 
tempt at a fac simile of Green’s signa- 
ture is appended to his affidavit as 
printed in the Tribune. To make a 
fac simile signature requires previous 
preparation, a plate, and time. The 
Same operation appears to have been 
gone through with in the case of the 
signature ot B. E. Taney, the Justice 
ot the Peace before whom Green reck- 
lessiy swore to his false affidavit.

RAILROADINGS. 


Big .Business in the Land De- 
partments 


According to the reports of the rail- 
road land agents for the past year, 
letters of inquiry have been rushing to 
this coast by the wholesale. The 
agents did double the business last 
year that was ever done in a like 
period of time since the companies 
established land departments. The 
Central Pacific and the Southern 
Pacific have disposed of about 300,000 
acres, at an average of $3 an acre, and 
a majority of the purchasers are peo- 
ple who have just come from the East 
with a determination to grow up witli 
the country. One good thing about 
these new settlers is that they are not 
paupers. In almost every ca3ze they 
paid cash tor their Jand as soon as the 
deeds were drawn up, which shows 
thut they mean business. - They belong 
to that class of people. who build up 
new) countries, and if California can 
keep up this lick a few years longer 
there will not be a foot of waste land 
on the coast. ma 
THE NEW ROADS. 

That the president of the Union 
Pacific Railway Company is playing 
smooth there is no doubt, but what bis 
object may be no one seems to: know 
at present. He has stated time after 
time during the past month or two 
that his company will vot build from 
Southern Utah to Southern Califurnia, 
and yet Union Paeifie engineers are 
rushing the line through as rapidly as 
possible, and contracts for building 
the road-are being let as fast as the 
engineers select the route. Not only 
that, but there are ggod reasons for be- 
lieving that track-laying will be com- 
menced from Los Angeles early in 
February. It is possible that Preai- 
dent Adams is gonVinced that he can 
fool Jay Gould, who is arranging‘to 
tap Southern California with bis great 
system in the near future..

Kansas.

Dispatches from points in Kansas to the 
Journal say that the storm is by far the 
worst of the season, and some points report 


| | that it is the most severe ever experienced. 


The storm began last night, continued 
throughout the day and mostof tonight, 
Far western points in Kansas report that 
the storm ceased and the weather cleared 
about 11 o’clock. The results of this. storm 
have been disastrous. On an average the 
snow fell about eight inches on a level, but 
a strong wind drifted it badly, and many 
trains on railroads are abandoned or greatly 
delayed. 

Hiawatha, Kan., reports that the snow 
has drifted in places as high as one-story 
houses, completely blocking highways.and 
railroads, 

TRAINS ABANDONED. 

At Wichita, Kan., snow is reported 15 
inches deep and badly drifted. A'! trains 
on the several railroads in the neighbor- 
hood of Wichita have been abindoned, 

Emporia reports the worst blizzard ever 
known there. The snow is badly drifted 
throughout the city and surrounding coun- 
Be railroad traffic is entirely sus- 


pended. 

At Abilene, Kan., the: storm raged for 
86 hours. Kailroads are blocked with snow. 

At Topeka six inches of snow h«s fallen, 
and much interruption to railway traffic 
has resulted. 
Dispatches from points in Missouri to the 
Times indicate that the storm has been less 
severe there than in Kansas. Snow 
began falling at about noon today, but not.

Among the many questions addressed 


to actresses by interviewers or other

hardly knows how to answer, are the 
following: 

“Do you shed real tears when you 
are on the stage?’ ‘“‘Is itrightto do 
so?” “D& you play better when you 
cry?” ‘Don’t tears spoil your make- 
up?” “Ifyou cannot cry you cannot 
feel the emotions of the character you 
persouate, can you?”’ 

Of course the next question is: 
*“Does Miss Z. or Mrs. X. really ery or 
not? Are her tears genuine or a stage 
trick?.

_ that, being of a less inquisitive turn of 
mind than the questioner, you are in

In response to 

the request of THe Tries for sugges- 

tions as to street improvements I 
would submit the following:

open and widen Los Angelos street to 
the southern city limits, grading and 
paving with gravel to be included. Ins 
of following the usual-course.of 
making a street passable only in fair 
weather, ata season when our virgin 


s0il makes a good highway, let us sup: 


pose that the City Council shall order 


‘ this particular street, on which there is 
“ + po car line, opened, straightened and 


widened to 80 teot, from Fifth to Jef- 
ferson streets. Let the roadway proper 
be limited to 40 feet, paved with bitu-, 
minous lime-rock, or some other equally 
good material, the curbing to be of 
anite or cement, as is deemed best. 
nside the curbing on each side of the 
- road the first 10 feet to be planted to 
lawn, the next six feet to cement walk, 
and the remaining four feet to lawn. 
Down the center of the 10-foot strip of 
grass there should be a row of trees,. 
say fan palms aud pepper or grevillea, 
alternating. Such improvement, if 
properly cared for during the coming 
two years, would make of Los Angeles 
 gtreet the finest residence. street in 
Southern California—a consiant at- 
traction to tourists and a never-end- 


ing source of delight to the~property- | 


owners. : 

As to the cost and means of pay- 
ment for this The pav- 
ing of the street and sidewalk, the 
planting of lawn and trees, and the 
care of the same forone year ought 
not to exceed 310 a front foot on each 
gide of the street—a total of 5590 on 
each 50-footlot. If the City Council has 

_ the power to do so, this work could be 
ordered done and paid for by improve- 
ment bonds, to be a lien on the prop- 
erty facing the street, having 10 years 
to run, at 5 per cent. interest, payable 
at the option of the lot-owner at any 
time, but payment to be compulsory at 
the expiration of the term, interest 
collectible with the taxes. | 

_ As.to increase of values: If a 50-foot 
lot on Los Angeles street in the vicin- 
ity ot Washington is worth today, say 
$1000, the improvement outlinea above, 
costing #500, would instantly make 
that lot worth $2000 to $2500—possibly 
much more. I believe that property. 
fronting on a street thus improved 
would sell, inside of three years, at a 
higher price than it does today on any 
residence street in this city.

The two coaches were in 
the meantime dropped off, and by the 
time we got thawed out acoupie of 
drunken brutes, that the conductor al- 
lowed to come on board, had made the 
air foul with their vile language, 
which the two lady passengers were 
eompelied to hear. Bat to make mat- 
ters werse, one of the brutes vomited 
over the floor; also over one of! the un- 
fortumate passenger’s baggage. 

The stench became so unbearable 
that we had to open the doors and 
windows and suffer from the freezing

I think I should have been afraid of 
him. I should have wished to sit 
safely back in some corner and watch 
him with curiosity aud trembling as 
one watches some strange animal. 

These are the impressions [ gather as 
I read his life and many of his poems, 
but with a further reading I see a dif- 
ferent pe of this strange mind. I 
see that he was capable of flower-like 
delicacy, of tender sensibility, of warm 
devotion, and had withal a rugged in- 
tegrity that knew no fear, stood in no 
awe of priest or king when he felt 
moved to speak. This fearlessness 
in part account for bis 

he opening chapters of this life 
must have been drearenough. Justa 
month before his birth bis mother be- 
came a widow, and the family had be-, 
fore that lost the whole of their estate 
through religious persecutions. So, to 
the feebleness and helplessness of her 
condition was added the desolateness 
of poverty. Future events showed 
what a courageous spirit this mother 
had, and to her the son doubtless owes 
much of his rugged temper that years 
of failure and disease could not subdue. 

Of the father we know very little, ex- 
cept that he ended his life asa minister 
of the gospel. 

Some of Jonson’s faults may perhaps 
be traced to the training of these early 
years. Wecan imagine the tempestu- 
ous way in which he rebelled against 
the trade of bricklayer, to which he 
had beeu apprenticed, until he at length 
released himself to follow for a time 
the calling of a soldier, but soon to 
drift into literature, for which his 
tastes and learning better fitted him. 
To the customs of the time we must 
lay much of the coarseness that appears 
in his writings. It is a fault held by 
him in common with nearly all the 
writers of that era, but so high and 
noble are the sentiments often ex- 
pressed by him that we feel this defect 
must have been the product of the time 
rather than the real natureof the man. 
It is no more than just to say this 
much in deference to the better nature 
of the ,man and the judgment of his 
many able reviewers and biographers. 
But it must ever remain a source of 
regret that so many really fine and 
delicate productions are so marred and 
defaced. Wemust be thankful that 
modern customs in forbidding these 
exhibitions of the animal nature are 
doitg much to raise the standard of 
morality. 

It is not singular that Jonson is so 
often confounded with his famous 
namesake of later years, for they were, 
in many ways, strongly alike. There 
were the same huge frame and coarse 
animal tastes, joined toa warm, faith- 
ful heart, that could show evidence of 
a tenderness and sensibility. 
en Jonson’s first success was 
through his plays, but his permanent 
place in literature depended upon his 
epigrams and his masques. The 
former are caustic, witty, and full of 
scholarly. allusions. He. himself, 
called them his ripest works. 
' His masques are remarkable produc- 
tions.
